I know the word fecret in 
this charge has by ſome been conſidered as a 
word ill choſen; but it is unneceſſary to 
mention to you, Gentlemen, that any thing, 
whereof a perſon is ignorant, is, in ſo far as it 
m_ himſelf, a ſecret; and that, in diſa-

greeable matters, ſuch a as s this is, mankind ! in 
general do not incline to intermeddle; fo that 
for moſt part it happens, that the perſon that 
is moſt intereſted is the perſon who. laſt hears 
of the calumny! In the preſent caſe; Col. 
Thomas has not pretended to deny, that he 
had in my abſence inſinuated, that I had been 
guilty of one of the greateſt Crimes that ah 
Officer can be guilty of, and one of the meart- 
eſt that a Gentleman can commit. And I think _ 
it ſufficiently appears, that this was done in a 
manner which gave reaſon to believe, that in- 
telligence of the aſperſion would not be ſoon 
| conveyed to me; for I was five days returned 
to my command, he doing duty with me, after 
an abſence of near five weeks, before T heard 
one ſyllable of it, as will appear from the evi- 
dence of Major of Brigade Collins. Tf ſack 
proceedings, ſo far as they regard me, are not 
ſecret aſperſions, I do not know by what name 
to call them. There is one thing, however, 
that cannot admit of a doubt, which is, that, 
in ſo far as reſpects Col. Thomas's line of duty, 
his accuſations were' private 3 and that there is 
nothing 1 in evidence to ſhew that he. hinrelf 
meant to make them public; for, if he had, 
the method of doing ſo officially was eaſy.

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„ Lieut, Col. Thomas, RU ras acknow- 
ledged himſelf to be the author of the ſcanda- 
lous aſperſions that, for ſome weeks preceding, 
had it ſeems, been circulated here; ;1T thought 
myſelf juſtified, as his Commanding Officer, to 
put him in arreſt, and, with the. approbation 
of the Commander i in Chief, to bring him to 

this trial: and as, in the courſe thereof, chis 
Hondourable Court have had the goodneſs to
